UicHMO.Nt>, July 21. — The Cumberland 
foot hills are a wilderness, but a productive 
one, and rich in l oth agricultural, horti- 
cultural ami mineral ponKiliilities beyond 
the conception of most people living out- 
si le its borders. To 'legin with, through- 
out its entire length and breadth it is cot- 
ercd by a magnificent growth of timber, 
iiiiBiirpassed anywhere at any time u|ion 
the continent. The species and dimen- 
sions of the timber .ire a guarantee that 
the laud ia not unproductive. Here grow 

walnut, beech, maple, hickory, oak. yellow 
pine, and other varieties, the ia-t iiained 
here and there oa the topa of aandy ridges. 
Such a perrectioM of jfrowth is al- 
tuiiiei, as a result of the 
density ef tha forest, that everywhere 
alwut may be seen clean straight sli:ifis 
nioapiiring not less tliannixly leei to the 
first limb. Tins is true of evety variety, 
t-ave at one or two points, cliietly . aloiiij 
the bunks of the Ci'.niliei hviid river, and 
lliatouly within late years, this vast body 
of limkier lands undisturbed, for the eimple 
reason that there are neither wagons nor 
railroads within the territory to tranaport 
iu It is weli-known, however, that the 
Northern (breets are well nigh entirely de- 
pleted of at least two of the most useful 
Woods, hickory and walnut, and it must 
soon hci oma a necessity to pcnttiate the 
wiideriiuss. liMlt'ol ( iiirniiintis supply ol 
wiiliiiil mid liu i>oi v i- a Mio«t exi'liisively 
d.avm trom llieie n >« over the Southern 
I olid I hat loll, lies its Western border. The 
advantage of ibis great (imlier preserve to 
that city, is already apparent, sinoe she 
leads in the iiiuniiiaoiure of furniture siid 
material tor vehicles. Cincinuati men 
eontrol a large share of the last named 
industry In Chioago. Wbaisrer may be 
the Urst necessity which may arise fvir 

rinetraiing aiiu opening up the wilderness, 
have no <luubt that indepeudeui ot its 
timber, it will become a rich conuiry. Its 
S'ljplv ot coal is unliiiiiied and ensily 
mm.. 1. and iron at leiisl is pleniitiil. Al- 
tliHi,j;|i tilt- Soil of tlic hill si'les is fertile, 
it cuu never tie worked advantageously lor 
cerivals; but there is liitle doubt, that one 
.iiy It will be developed into the ftiiest hor- 
.•cultural and abeep-graiiog country on 
the oontinent. Wherever the forest us 
eieared away, and the sun let ia upon the 
uiid wtiiie clover lakes It. At present, it 
is <l leatio. ahle if there be a thoroughbred 
.-iicep ui any kiiiu in the coiiii'ry. Tlio 
loiig-liiiibeu inoiiniuin sheep, incupuble ot 
till hi-liiog vs'ool, or even good mution, siit- 
i-iies the native auiluiiou tv>i sIm k 
.ai-liik', Wlieic lliey Laie Keen le-iei. 
every vaiiety »t giupv giviws luxuriiiiil y 
and yield.'i s| lendiu mips, yet is there no 
atiunipi at grape growing by the natives, 
liei-e and tnera are to oe seen growing 
wild, the sour fox, and. sweet niiiaoaiine 
grapes, Inib as large as our cultivated \a> 
rieties. These and others are gatliered by 
deuiieus and cured in the open air. and it 
is not unreasonable to sup)Hise that here 
perhaps is one locality on the continetii 
I'.asl ot ilie Uochv .Moi.M hiiis. uleie the 
ruisi'ii gruiK- ii.ighi l e proi,:;ilil v > u 1 1 1 vmed. 
< iccii-ioiiully jieaoii ti oc- on -ouilu'rii 
slopes by tiieir greut uw'e. iin<l |ii'oluic 
truiiage indicate that Delaware mav tiiid a 
competitor here in peacli raising. Yet the 
natives attempt uo peach culture, i^iuall 
orchards are to be found here and there, 
STlnclag great productiveness, yet Jhe na- 
tives are eoataat with sutteleat for family 
usa. Tobiioeo can be grown any wbere,but a 
particularly fine quality can l>e raised on 
the sandy platoons, yet little uf it is grown, 
liven now iiiiy thing, as dried fruits, wool, 
tobacco nud honey, thai sells by tlui pound 
at ten cents and upwards coi.l i ne proiit- 
ably marketed in panriers, yet the natives 
never uiii'iupted it. It is corn, oorii, corn, 
nothing but corn, worked by a pony plow 
and barefooted women and boya on hill 
sides inclining fortv-ttve degrees, ia raised 
on which to reed themselves and winter 
hogs and out of whieh te distil moonshins. 
Tranquil ars the Uvss ofths moimtalneers. 
very, when tbey do not ha p pea to ba mixed 
up iu some neighborhood feud of exterm- 
ination. They snore away existence with- 
out even a musi|uito to disturb their slum- 
bers, since there is no standing v^aler to 
germinate these pests of our northern bed

His dsmaads 
to be released, and his expressed determi- 
nation to brava tba anger af the multitude 
were evidently Intended only to Induce the 
authorities to give him money to consent to 
leave Ireland. But the clever eonspirator, 
the deep knave, wiio to the last momsnt 
pretended to be deeplj laUglaaib waa Sam- 
pletely outwitted. 

Without his know1e<]ge, his wife and 
children bad been sent away Arom Dublin. 
He was brought out of Kilmainbam in a 
eab. He came to defV the Caatle and to 
impose conditiona. But be auddenly 
found ha bad met his match, lie 
waa shown his pMsage ticket 
and asksd weald ha go sr rsmaln. If 
ha akess tha latter aoorsa, the door was 
apaa la him aad he waa a free man. What 
wathttado?

him; ihere was not a friend to receive him; 
his wife and family were on board the ves- 
sel in an Knglish port that was to convey 
them to the colonies — ami to go into the 
Bireeis, mayhap to he butchered within half 
an liour, or certainly torn to pieces befoi^ 
another day elapsed. 

lie was dazed with sudden flight; his 
limbs seemed to become paralyzed; his 
tongue seemed to lose powor of utteranes, 
an<r eowering down he begged that he 
would not be driven forth. Gladly he ac- 
cepted the proffered passage lo an Rnglish 
colony, and to the credit of Lord Spencer 
be it eaid that James Carey has left Ire- 
land forever without receiving one farth- 
ing, or the promise of a farthing, from the 
Government. The Lord I.ieuienant not 
only refused to give him any money, but 
ahsoliitely refuse. 1 to give him a writ- 
ten pardon, and tiie laat heard 
from Carey, as the ship left on 
her voyage, were deep curses on 
the Cantle, on the Invincibles, and sveryone 
In general. He has also been deekred a 
bankrupt by the CoUeetor General for non> 
payment of rates oa his propsrty raeeaily 
transfhrred to his nother-ln-law. 

Peter Carey was treated differently. H.* 
not only received a pardon, but a sutti of 
money, not very much linli rd. When 
school of informers were lomted to^iiolier 
in Kilniainliain they were IVcijuoiitlv at a 
hiss for amusement. Hobcrt Karrcil was 
the subject for iheir practical jokes. .After 
the execution of Jos Urady they so terrified 
him that he nearly lost his semes. Over 
Ferrell's bed was a bell, and having 
secretly attaohsd a string to this bell, they 
tolled it during tha alfht They Jumped 
up saying that was Joe vrady's death knell, 
and FarralL la a stats of abject terror. 
TTostrsted almaelf on the floor begging 
Trady's pardon. They found means of 
moving chairs and tables at nijrht, in such 
a mysterious manner as to convince Karrell 
the place was haunted by his victim. As 
a result ha prayed the authorities to SSnd 
him away as soon as possible.

Haw BaTM, Cork., July 38.— A day or 

two ago the body of a woin.tn was found 
floating in the harbor and was identified 
by several pollee officers as that of Mary 
Slieppard, a dissolute ebaracier ocoaaion- 
ally eeea ^la this oily. She was about to 
be buried whsa Mary Sheppard, alive, 
walked into the poliaa oAsa, uslstiag that 
she was not dead. Ths polios are much 
chagrined because of their positiveness. 
It is not known who the woman wiis and 
the body v»'ill l>e kept for idenii'icaiioM. 

The mistake as t^i the woman s i'leiitity 
was one of the most remarkable which has 
ever occurred in the local record of such 
casea. Officer Aborn was the first to recog- 
nise the body as thac of tha Sheppard 
woman. Officer McOride subsequently 
took a look at the remains and was of ths 
same opinion as Mr. Ahsra. Otherefleers 
who knew Marv Skeppard through arreet« 
ing her for Inteilsatisa ar looss sonduot 
on the strsets, or had seen her ia the City 
Court as a priaoner oharged with offeasee 
of thia class, agreed with Aheru and Mo- 
Bride as to iIm womaa's identity. Super- 
intendent Sanford viewed the remains after 
their removal to the alms-house, and said 
there was no doubt as to its being Mary 
Sheppard.

— On one of the bills 
south of Omaha llvss a fhmlly of fhther 

a:id iiiotlier ;ind seven clii'dren. They re- 
side ill a ueat and ordinary looking cottage, 
whieh is somswbat Isolated from Ite neigh- 
bors, being on a cross street as yet hut 
sjiarsely built up. In this house the man 
and wifo have lived alone for nearly ten 
years, and all their .•hildren b.'ive been 
born here. .More than that, they have 
never been permitted to see the outside 
world at all and neither parents nor child- 
ren have ever stirred outside of the houss 
except at night, when they ooeaslonallj 
walk out ia ths dark ef tlie moon. Thej 
have dealt stsadily fbr ten years with one 
grocer, who ftimlshed their supply of meat 
end fuel as well as of provisions, and it 
was from bim that a pointer was obtained 
under ]«romise of secrecy. He sends the 
supplieu up in the evc'ning and tbey are 
taken iu tlnough a window in the tear of 
the house, ao that he has never seen any of 
the family. The bill is paid regularly once 
a month and there seema to be no lack of 
money to support the fastily, wha aavar 
kiek about any bills. 

Anothsr eurlous ft«ak of this curious 
sutit is that they heap a eoffla ia tha house 
for aaab msmber of tae fbmlly, and order 
a new one as it is increased in number. 
These eoffins are procured from some point 
in the Ka-i. and are all of the size for 
adults, so that ihey will bs large enough 
whether the owner dies at an early age or 
maturity. They are stored in the attic of 
the cottage, and tra kapt tsa^jr for usa al 
all timsa.
